'closel# offer "the buildets ".of -the iion 
roadway. These men are engaged in 
more -perilous employment, if anything, 
than the .forn>er. Thej climb nimbly 
npj'tb \tK0 yery-Buminit _qf the huge tow- 
ers,' an'di then \vithoiit flinching proceed 
to- descend the inclined cables. It makes 
the spectators below tremble for them, 
so dangerovts-JiB" the desceikt," trot, the 
worimen; liaye no fear, else jth'g^jypvild 
be tiniatteS for 'the, duty reqnired of 
them. 
After sliding down the cable a 


dozen feet, they stop and turn around 
and face the towers. The men. working 
the derrick/ elpwly paring ototLto them 
the end of a cable about" three inches m 
diameter. 
Another mau carries out to 


them by. means of a small hand pulley 
and rope a redhot band of steel, which 
the cable .workers !seize with their 
pinchovfl and clasp around the large cattle 
on which they- are resting. Then while 
the steel is still hot and malleable, the 
small cable, with its end secured in a 
thick bolt of steel, is brought into posi 
tion, and the end welded into the red 
hot steel band encircling the main ca- 
ble. 
The workmen pound and lorge 


away, hammering, twisting and, bend 
ing the metal before it cools off. The 
welding must be done rapidly, apd the 
wbrkmen have no'tiine to 'stop' and; think 
of the dangerous position in which thej 
are placed.

THE WAR DEPARTMENT SCANDALS. 


T&e oommtisienera appointed by the 


Prnident to investigate the War De- 
partment scandals, have sent, a list of 
Inquiries to the Secretary of War and 
the beads of the various divisions of 
the War Department. The principal 
questions are: 


Upon 
whose recommendation or 


judgment the various general rendez- 
vous were selected and the reasons for 
•uch selection. 


Fail particulars relative to the trans- 


portation of troops by sea, giving ac- 
count of the provision adopted for the 
cire of the sick and wounded. 


An account of the quantity, quality 


and kind of food furnished the troops, 
and in oase that any of them failed of 
being plentiful and seasonably sap- 
plied state the reasons therefor. 


As to the proper tentage, beds, linen, 


medicines, food and other necessary 
eqnipment and supplies for the use of 
the hospital corps of the army. If 
there was any lack of these things at 
any time, state the reasons therefor. 


Whether the medical staff was ef 


flcieat and sufficient at all times for 
the proper care of the eiok and wound- 
ed, and if not, state the reasons 
therefor. 


Secretary Algeria requested to reply 


to six questions, relating to the plan 
of campaign; when was Tampa selected 
as the base of operations ? Why were 
summer camp] organized at Fernan- 
dlna, Jacksonville and Tampa? Was 
it intended to move at once on Havana, 
or that the campaign be postponed 
until autumn?. Why were troops held 
on transports, at Tampa and not per- 
mitted to sail for several days? f 


The Medical Department is asked to 


answer seventeen questions, among 
which are: What steps were taken to 
supply 260,000 men surgeons, stewards, 
hospital corps, and medical supplies of 
all kinds? How many general and 
camp hospitals were established, where 
located, bow managed, and number of 
patients and number of deaths in each 
between April 1st and August 31,1898? 
How many hospital ships were ob- 
tained, how equipped, and what service 
did they perform? Were the armies 
operating In Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines supplied 
with efficient 


•argeons, medical supplies and proper 
food for the sick and wounded? Were 
the chief surgeons in the various corps 
instructed to carefully watch their san- 
itary condition, to demand the proper 
supply of water, to teat the water as to 
its purity and to look into the cooking 
arrangements? 


The Subsistence Department ia also 


asked to answer seventeen questions, 
relating to the steps taken for fnlly 
supplying the army with suitable 
clothing, camp eqnlppage, the quantity 
obtained and distributed, the number 
of vessels purchased or chartered and 
their capacity, if they were properly 
arranged for the use of troops, and 
carefully inspected and pronounced 
satisfactory, uud when so-called perma- 
nent camps were located, was there a 
fall supply of palatable water? 


These questions will probably be 


answered, but if they are not the oom- 
mltsioners have no authority to com- 
pel replies. Neither have the commis- 
sioners power to compel the atten- 
dance of witnesses, or to make them 
answer under oath it they should at- 
tend. At Wednesday's meeting of the 
board only four members of the com- 
mission were present, which indicates 
that very little interest is taken in the 
Investigation. 


THE NEXT GONGRKSS. 


Mr. Hauna and his retainers cannot 


conceal the anxiety which they feel 
over the outcome of the November 
•lections. The leaders who are in po- 
sitions to know the conditions in the 
states where the contest promises to be 
closest, cannot rid themselves of the 
belief that there is a strong probability 
of the Republicans losing control of the 
House of Representatives. The idea of 
the election of a Free Silver House of 
Representatives is, of course, abhorrent 
to the gold men. It means the passage 
of a free coinage bill, which as a matter 
of course, President McKinley would 
promptly veto, though, he was the 
framer of tbo flnanoiel plank of the 
Republican National platform, some 
years ago, which denounced Cleveland 
for attempting to demonetize silver. 
The passage of a free coinage bill by 
Congress and the veto of that bill by 
the President, would bring the issue 
squarely before the people in the next 
Presidential election and that Mr.' 
Banna does not want. There could be 
no International subterfuges, as in 
1896, aa the issue would be whether the 
President, maintaining the single gold 
standard, or Congress, favoring the 
double standard, should be sustained. 


Aa the question is of vital import- 


ance to Nevada, the people should 
make no mistake in the next election. 
The gold men are active and latent on 
defeating Senator Stewart, if money 
and misrepresentation can accomplish 
it. Though elected to the Senate by 
Republicans a dozen years ago, and 
though he hat) been continually in tbe 
Senate for nearly twelve year*, tbe Re- 
publicans now raise the cry that he is a 
non-resident. Men whose names are 
not on the tax list chargi that the Sen- 
ator is not a taxpayer in Nevada, 
thongb his residence in Carson, which 
cost 110,000, is assessed at $7,000. The 
depreciation In real estate, which every 
candid person admits, is caused by the 
demonetization of silver, making the. 


property lew valuable now than it was I 
years ago. 


The people of Nevada believe In fair 


play. They are intelligent, and being 
so, know that Senator Stewart is gross- 
ly misrepresented by tbe hirelings of 
the gold syndicate. There is not an 
act relating to Nevada, in the et&tues 
of the United States, except what per- 
tains to its admission into the Union, 
and the Lieu-lands act, that was not 
introduced and advocated in tbe Senate 
of the United States by William M 
Stewart, and when tbe exceptional acts 
alluded to were passed, he was not in 
the Senate. He is recognized by tbe 
friends and enemies of bimetallism as 
one of the ablest and most untiring 
advocates in tbe cause. Why, then in 
the name of reason and in the interests 
of the State, should he not be returned 
to the Senate of the United States? 
Will intelligent people permit them- 
selves to be deceived by political Hes- 
sians, some of whom worshipped tbe 
gold-god Cleveland, and others of 
whom now bow down before the gold- 
god Hanna?

The people of Nevada should not for- 


get that Senator Stewart ia about the 
oa!y Representative in Congress who 
ia constantly securing benefits for tbe 
State.

that they could be presented for pay- 
ment. 


The collection of data and reports 


from Departments on these claims fill 
three large volumes. At every session 
favorable reports have been made in 
the Senate and on two occasions the 
claims were inserted in appropriation 
bills in the Senate, but each time no 
action was had In the House. Cali- 
fornia and Oregon have claims similar 
to those of Nevada, although much 
larger in amount, but it has been diffi- 
cult to secure proper co-operation to 
have them paid. 


On account of tbe great labor be- 


stowed by Senator Stewart on these 
State claims and his familiarity with 
•very detail connected with them he 
was appointed one of the conferees on 
tbe part of the Senate. His persistency 
and energy will force the payment of 
Nevada's claims at the next session 
which will put $404,000 in the State 
Treasury. He has already taken steps 
to inform each individual member of 
the House of the justness of the claims 
of tbe State by sending the facts to 
them. 


The Senate is BO well informed on 


these claims that they can be passed 
through that body at any time. 
> 


Tbe town of Wadsworth is within the 


borders of the Pyramid Lake Reserva- 
tion, and consequently the citizens of 
Wsdsworth have never been able to get 
title to their holdings. Senator Stew- 
art bad a prevision put in the last 
Indian Appropriation bill allowing the 
people to get title to their lands, under 
the townaite law, at a nominal cost 
This piece of legislation ia of inesti- 
mable value to Wadsworth and the oiti- 
zeni heartily appreciate it. 


The establishment of numerous post* 


offices all over tbe State and the 
changes of mall routes to correspond 
to the convenience of the miners, 
ranchers and others attest the in- 
fiaenoe Senator Stewart has at Wash- 
ington. 


The present mining law* of the 


United States are tbe product of the 
brain of Senator Stewart. It was he 
who, when an effort, whlob seemed too 
powerful for resistance, waa made to 
sell the mines at auction, defeated this 
ill-considered and unwise method of 
disposing of the mines and obtaining 
•the enactment of the mining laws which 
guaranteed to the miners the fruits of 
their discoveries. 


On tbe subject of irrigation no pub- 


lic man baa taken a deeper interest 
than our Senator. He is really the 
father of the agitation for the reclama- 
tion of the arid lands. His report 
made in 1890, comprising alx large vol- 
umes, from the Senate Committee on 
Irrigation, of which he waa chairman, 
and which traveled all over the arid 
region, forms the basis of all calcula- 
tions now made to reclaim the immense 
area of land untlllable for lack of 
water. Senator Stewart's effort* are 
now being directed toward diverting 


copy, have been effectual in forcing 
the Democratic party to throw off the 
gold-bug element in that party and de- 
clare for the restoration of silver at tbe 
ratio of 16tol. The political revolu- 
tion of 1896, when 6,500,000 America* 
citizens voted for financial independ-

The home markets 
created by the camps would make pros- 
perity for the merchant and the profesj* 
sional man. • There would be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining foreign capital to 
irrigate the arid lands and develop tbe 
resources of Nevada when mining is 
booming, money plentiful, people pros- 
perous and a permanent home market 
assured. 


A President and Congress will be 


elected by the people who will bring to 
Nevada the cberlabed boon so long 
sought and so desperately needed to 
her welfare—the equal mintage of gold 
and silver at tbe ratio of 16 to 1; and 
when that day of triumph comes let 
the Grand Old Stewart who has given 
his best days to the procurement of 
this result be in the front rank in tbe 
Nation's council, there representing 
the great people for whose welfare and 
happiness he ia ever solicitous.
